“This, of course, is a housing 
project for middle-income fam- 
ilies as distinguished from low- 
rent public housing, and it would 
seem that not very many middle- 
income families with children 
would want to live so close to the 
downtown area.” 

Land Clearance Commissioner 
James J. Clayman said:

EX-WAR PRISONER 
SHOOTS WIFE, KILLS 
SELF IN NIGHTMARE 


FALLS CHURCH, Va., May 21 
(AP)—Police theorized today that 
a young Virginia judge, tortured 
by memories of his life in a Nazi 
prison camp in World War II, fa- 
tally wounded himself and shot 
his wife in a nightmare.

UPTON, N.Y., May 21 — The 
Brookhaven National Laboratory's 
cosmotron became the world’s 
mightiest atom-smashing machine 
yesterday when it ‘produced for 
the first time, atomic particles of 
1,300,000,000 volts energy. 

The beam of particles—three 
times as powerful as any ever 
produced by any machine—will 
be used to search out the secrets 
of the cores of atoms which hold 
untapped reserves of energy. 

Financed at a cost of $4,000.- 
000 by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, the giant doughnut- 
shaped instrument may open up 
new fields of atomic knowledge 
and possibly bring about better 
utilization of atomic energy. 

To get the atomic particles, 
called protons, moving with a 
velocity of 167,000 miles a second 
—at which point they have the 
billion-volt energy—they were fed 
into the cosmotron at a starting 
energy of about 3,500,000 electron

“This puts the St. Louis milk- 
— back on the federal honor 

ll, and means that our dairies 
need are eligible to ship pasteur- 
ized milk in interstate commerce 
without restriction,” Dr. Smith 
stated. Without the certification 
from the municipal health divi- 
sion that the milk had been pro- 
duced under satisfactory condi- 
tions. 

The St* Louis milkshed, com- 
prising approximately 40 dairies 
here and 3500 farms in Missouri 
and Illinois, is given a rating in- 
spection every two years. The 
1952 inspection, just completed 
by representatives of the United 
States Public Health Service and 
the Missouri and Illinois Divi- 
sions of Health, rated the four 


major phases of milk control as 


follows: 

Pastuerized milk, 90 per cent, 
as compared with 87 in 1950 and 
85 in 1948. 

Raw milk sold to pasteuriza- 
tion plants, 90 per cent, as com- 
pared with 82 in 1950 and 88 in 
1948. 

Pasteurization plants, 89 per 
cent, as compared with 92 in

The trouble began last year,

A solu- 
tion has been delayed repeatedly. 

He said he still hopes that the 
agreements can be submitted, de- 
spite the delays, for Senate rati- 
fication before Congress adjourns.

While there he will discuss a 
number of important questions 
with British Foreign Secretary 
Eden and French Foreign Minis- 
ter Schuman.

Acheson was asked about a 
statement in Manila by President 
Elpidio Quirino that the Philip- 
pines must prepare for a possible 
big scale Red offensive in the 
Far East. Quirino said the United 
Nations is “preparing, and we 
have received a warning.” 
Acheson said he was glad Quir- 
ino is alerting the Philippines 
people to the dangers that un- 
doubtedly exist in Asia. He said 
this government had been in con- 
stant contact with the Philippines 
on the danger, but that’this gov- 
ernment had not recently sent 
any special warning. 

On the foreign trade problem, 
Acheson said the United States 
has three choices. It can cut its 
fexports which would “create un- 
employment,” continue “indefi- 
nitely to make gifts of dollars” 
to foreign countries, or all free 
nations which need United States 
products for joint defense to sell 
their products. He said this later 
alternative “is by far the best so- 
lution.”

Invitation to Enmity 


The McCarran immigration bill has survived 


one Senate vote test notwithstanding a vigorous 
attack by Senators Lehman, Benton, Humphrey, 


Douglas and others. Senator Benton of Connecti- 
cut summed up the dangerous and unwise pro- 
visions of this exclusionist measure in a. terse 
statement from which we quote: 


The bill makes some aliens deportable 
without a hearing—sections 242f, 252b, 273. 
It makes an alien deportable if at any 
time it is discovered that he suffered a ner- 
vous breakdown, let us say, within five years 
sahas he came to the United States—section 
la3. 

It gives uncontrolled discretion to deport 
an alien because he went on relief—section 
24108. 

It ends the statute of limitations on de- 
portation cases—section 241a. 

It is retroactive and ex post facto by its 
application of the penalty of deportation to 
conduct in the past which, under the then 
law, was not grounds for deportation—sec- 
tion 241d. 

It imposes a literacy test on arriving al- 
jens, ending the present exception for the 
persecuted and elderly parents of citizens— 
section 212a25—who often have had no. 
chance to study English. 

This bill excludes aliens convicted of 
trumped-up, so-called nonpolitical crimes in 
Fascist and Communist countries even 
though the charges were actually political— 
section .212a10—as in the Cardinal Minds- 
zenty case. 

Under the McCarran bill, a Brazilian-born 
citizen of Chinese blood is not admissible as 
a Brazilian, but must come under a racial 
ancestry quota of 105 for Chinese all over 
the world—section 202. 


These are only a few of the charges against 
the McCarran bill. But they are enough to show 
that the measure would be unfair not only to im- 
migrants hopeful of becoming citizens but-to 
those who had become citizens. 

The bill contains enough prejudice against 
other peoples and races to invite enmity against 
the United States. It should never become a law. 
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“Worse Than Truman” 


Our Mirror of Public Opinion today reprints 
in full an editorial from the Chicago Daily T7ri- 
bune which concludes by saying that Gen. Eisen- 
hower would make the “worst possible Presi- 
dent.” We reprint this not as an indorsement, of 
the views in the editorial, as we are sure our 
readers will understand, but to show how far 
the opposition to the General goes in some 
quarters. 

This all-out denouncement of Gen. Eisenhower 
in the middle of May is interesting in the light 
of what Col. Robert R. McCormick, publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune, said in Paris in the middle 
of March. The Colonel had a visit with the Gen- 
eral at SHAPE headquarters, near Paris, March 
15. Joseph Dynan, Associated Press correspond- 
ent, reported that Col. McCormick said he and 
Eisenhower disagreed on foreign policy, but 
“didn’t get warm about it” in their talk. He said 
they “want the same things,” but “are just trav- 
eling different roads.” 

When the Tribune’s publisher was asked if he 
would support Gen. Eisenhower, the Associated 
Press correspondent reported that he said:

Libel in the Airwaves 


Gov. Smith has signed a bill to protect radio 
and television stations against libel suits arising 
from political broadcasts. The Governor had 
some doubts about allowing this special exemp- 
tion, but finally agreed to it because of a sharp 
conflict between federal and state law. 

Until four years ago broadcasters had some 
right to censor speeches made on their own sta- 
tions. Thus they could protect themselves against 
libel, and if they did not, they could be sued. 
But in 1948 the Federal Communications Com- 
mission specifically held that stations did not 
have the privilege of political censorship. 

The obvious intent was to keep broadcasters 
from interfering with partisan opinion, but the 
ruling created a real dilemma for them. Many 
states had laws holding broadcasters responsible 
if libel went through their microphones. Now 
they had no control over the speeches, yet might 
be sued for what was said. 

FCC statements indicated a hope that court 
rulings would solve the dilemma by holding the 
federal law supreme. Unfortunately, the sta- 
tions could not depend on this. The best way to 
get radio and television out of the unfair pre- 
dicament was by the state legislation which will 
now be law in Missouri. 
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Sorry Spectacle 

If ever there was a shameful waste of effort 
in Missouri, it is all this pulling and hauling 
over the proposed referendum on the Legisla- 
ture’s gerrymander for seats in the national 
House of Representatives. First, petitions are 
filed to require a vote at the polls. Then the pe- 
titions are attacked as fraudulent and hence in- 
valid. Next the petitioners contend that they 
have ample time in which to legally replace 
any fraudulent signatures. Now the opponents 
of the referendum get an extension in which to 
amend their arguments. So it goes, on and on. 

Would that one one-thousandth as much ef- 
fort had been spent in trying to get an equit- 
able redistricting bill. If it had been, the law 
now would be effective and Missouri would be 
getting ready to nominate and elect its 11 con- 
gressmen by districts instead of reaching for 
them in a state-wide grab bag. 
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Hanging on to the Trieste Albatross 


Our diplomats have not been too adroit in 
their dealings with Italian politics. Certainly 
they were maladroit in 1948 when, with the 
help of the British, they promised the return of 
Trieste to Italy if the voters would only reject 
the Communist candidates. This was a promise 
which hardly could be fulfilled legally; and it 
became even more of an albatross around our 
neck after Tito of Yugoslavia broke with Moscow. 

It might be assumed that the mistake of 
ducking and dodging and stalling in Trieste 
would not be repeated. But with local elections 
scheduled in Italy for May 25 and with the Com- 
munists again ominous, the sleeping dog of 
Trieste has been given another rousing kick. 

Now the United States and Great Britain have 
given Italy a voice in the administration of their 
zone of the free territory. Maybe this was cal- 
culated to silence the jeers of Communist cam- 
paigners who, of course, have been making capi- 
tal of the unfulfilled promise of 1948. Actually, 
the move changes little. At best, the Italians 
may hope that it puts them in somewhat better 
position for an eventual settlement. It carries 
nothing like the inducement of the original 
promise. In fact, it is an anticlimax. 

There are campaign weapons to be used 
against the Italian Communists far more effec 


tive than the bait of Trieste. Bringing it into the 


~ campaign is the more unfortunate since it post- 


pones settlement of a situation which really is 
subject to negotiations. Tito has offered to strike 
a diplomatic bargain with Rome, Unlike the

Russian Communists, he has not been intran- . 


sigent. But the Italians are understandably re- 
luctant to come to an agreement so long as they 
can hope the whole pie may. be passed to them. 

Sooner or later, however, those directly con- 
cerned, the Italians and the Yugoslavs, will have 
to work out their own compromise. This may 
mean the permanent partition of the Trieste ter- 
ritory. A better solution, however, is not to be 
achieved by making impossible campaign prom- 
ises. That is no longer even a good way to dis- 
courage ‘pro-Communist votes. 
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For the Communist Radio 

If the Kremlin propaganda machine wishes 
to take the air with something about Korea 
besides its distortions of the Koje. prisoner 
camp episode, it has ample news today to pro- 
vide it with direct quotation. 

We refer to President Truman’s address at 
the 150th anniversary convocation of the United 
States Military Academy and to V. Adm. Joy’s 
appraisal of the Communist performance at the 
truce negotiations at Panmunjom. 

The broadcasters in Moscow can begin by 
working the changes on the President's clear 
documentation of the fact that Communist ag- 
gression has failed in Korea. The record, as 
Mr. Truman shows, speaks for itself. After 
nearly two years, the Red position in Korea is 
worse than when the invaders crossed over the 
thirty-eighth parallel. 

The Communist expectation was that its dar- 
ing move would shatter the U.N. Instead, as 
Mr. Truman points out, the unashamed use of 
armed force against the South Korean Republic 
has made the U.N. stronger and more vigorous 
and “has demonstrated that it can and will act 
to defend freedom in the world.” 

When the Communist radio has finished with 
the President at West Point it can turn to Adm. 
Joy’s remarks as he closes his Korean assign- 
ment to become superintendent of the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. Adm. Joy says that the 
Reds, both at Kaesong and Panmunjom, have 
used ‘every vicious means” to block peacé. Those 
who may be inclined to think that this is an 
extreme statement should review the record. 
For Adm. Joy is fully sustained by the 10 months 
of patient negotiation by the U.N. truce team. 

President Truman and Adm. Joy both empha- 
sized the unchangeable stand of the U.N. on the 
prisoner issue. Those prisoners who want to go 
back will be returned to North Korea. To de- 
liver others by force would be to buy an 
armistice at a price free nations cannot and 
should not pay. 

These are themes for the Moscow radio. Obvi- 
ously they will never be put on the Iron Curtzin 
air as they were spoken. 


Constituents Could Ask 


Constituents of Representatives Thomas B. 
Curtis of Webster Groves and C. W. “Runt” 
Bishop of Carterville, Ill., might well be asking 
them to explain why they voted as they did on 
the offshote-cil bill. Why do Representatives 
Curtis and Bishop want to give to California, 
Texas, Louisiana and Florida vast reserves of oil 
that belong equally as much to the people of 
Missouri, Illinois and 42 other states? 

Representative Charles W. Vursell, of Salem, 
Ill., is not listed as voting at all on this impor- 
tant issue, and his constituents may be interested 
in finding out the reason for his indifference. 

The voting of these three Republicans on the 
offshore-oil bill is in striking contrast with the 
stand of their fellow-Republican Claude I. Bake- 
well of St. Louis, who was paired against the 
bill.. Representatives Frank M. Karsten of St. 
Louis, Clarence Cannon of Elsberry, Melvin 
Price of East St. Louis, and Peter Mack of Car- 
linville, all Democrats, voted against the bill. 

Five to two is a decisive majority on the right 
side for the St. Louis area in the House. But 
why were Representatives Curtis, Bishop and 
Vursell indifferent to the interests of their own 
states in keeping a national resource under na- 
tional control, the first two by voting wrong 
and the last by not voting at all? 
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The Mayors on Civil Defense 

The United States Conference of Mayors wants 
Congress to appropriate the more than half a 
billion dollars which President Truman has 
asked for civil defense. It says the appropria- 
tions already voted are “wholly inadequate.” 

If there is any group which ought to know 
what the situation is, and which ought to have 
civil defense on its heart, it is the mayors of the 
cities that are the possible targets for air attack. 
For they are the officials who are directly re- 
sponsible for the safety of the civilian popula- 
tions vulnerable to attack. They are also the 
officials who will have the closest responsibility 
for hospitalization, housing, feeding and police 
protection if the worst should happen. 

Members of Congress apparently feel them- 
selves remote from responsibility and from pos- 
sible blame if failure to put up our guard before 
a blow should exact an unnecessarily heavy toll 
of lives, injuries and property damage. We be- 
lieve they are very wrong about that, but their 
enlightenment would cost more than it was 
worth if an atomic disaster to an American city 
—or to a number of American cities simultane- 
ously—were required to bring it about. 

If an air raid should be made on an American 
city in the present state of unpreparedness, the 
apathetic attitude which Congress is manifesting 
would be seen in retrospect to have amounted to 
criminal neglect. A degree of foresight on 
Capitol Hill, Instead, is all that is called for.

Indian Witnesses in Korea 


One of the few U.N. organizations to undergo > 


the rigors of a second winter in Korea is also 
one of the smallest. It is the Sixtieth Republic 
of India Field Ambulance Unit, composed of 27 
officers and 298 enlisted men, for whom a rota- 
tion system is now being planned. 

The men are drawn from the plains, hills, 
swamps and coastal areas of. the new nation. 
All of their equipment and supplies, including 
ambulances, ‘operating tables and medicines, 
came from India. Despite 18 months in Korea, 
in which they furnished medical support to 
American, British, Canadian and other elements 
of the U.N. command, their morale is reported 
excellent. A surgical team from the unit served 
with an airborne regimental combat team in an- 
operation behind enemy lines. 

The ambulance unit has been a credit to India, 
which has attempted to play the role ofa third 
force in the world-wide struggle between East 
and West. Certainly when the men return to 
their homes in Bombay, Bengal, Bihar or wher- 
ever, they will have first-hand accounts of the 
viciousness of the struggle {n Korea. Perhaps, 
too, they may read into it a lesson for their

The Post-Dispatch comments on this 
editorial in an adjoining column. 


Gen. Eisenhower, soon to depart from 
Europe, stated in London that if he be- 
came President his grand foreign policy 
design would be to expand the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization to cover the 
whole world. 

Referring to NATO, the organization 
through which the United States under- 
takes to fight if there is an attack on any 
of 13 allied powers, Eisenhower said: 

“My heart is deeply embedded in mak- 
ing this accomplishment of world-wide 
scope.” 

Eisenhower assert- 
ed that the Ameri- 
can military guaran- 
tee should extend to 
every quarter of 
the non-Communist 
world. Indo-china, 
Malaya and Korea, 
he said, were just 
as important as any 
other theater “in 
the great struggle in 
which we are en- 
gaged.” 

This is an unlimit- ' 
ed commitment 
which Eisenhower Col. McCormick 
proposes to assume in behalf of the United 
States, should he be given the chance. It 
envisions a permanently militarized Amer- 
ica, an America always in war or at the 
point of war. 

It is a blueprint for unlimited fighting 
and dying, until America is bled white, 
its wealth and natural resources are ex- 
hausted, and the country is wrecked. 

The Eisenhower commitment would 
comprehend unlimited conscription of 
every citizen’s sons and a system of uni- 
versal military training from which the 
youth would never escape. 


It would fasten upon the people an un- 
limited responsibility to subsidize and un- 
derwrite every nation in the world that 
professes to oppose Communism. It 
would entail never ending outlays for arm- 
ament in behalf of all of these countries, 
as well as ourselves. 


It would commit the American taxpayer 
to grinding and unbearable taxes, with 
never a prospect of escaping them in his 
lifetime. 


The Eisenhower policy is to support 
colonial oppression in French North Africa 
and Indocnina and in British Malaya, in 
Egypt, or wherever else the-imperial in- 
terest needed to be sustained. 


The man put forward for the position 
of America’s President would render his 
service to the three British queens to 
whom he has made his obeisance, to the 
monarchs of Europe, to imperialism, but 
he would turn his back on the American 
tradition of liberty dating from the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 


Yet we are told that a man so un-Ameri- 
can is a suitable aspirant for the American 
Presidency. We are told by the candidate 
himself that, as President, he would seek 
to return to Europe, and, particularly, to 
Britain, “as frequently as my chores will 
allow me to.” 


It is the business of the American people 
to make certain that it confers upon this 
man no chores of office. In that way he 
will be free to hobnob with Europeans to 
his heart’s desire. 


We have previously attempted to view 
the Eisenhower candidacy, despite what 
we have considered the candidate’s evi- 
dent disqualifications, with moderation. 
But this is more than any American can 
take. 

Eisenhower would make the worst possi- 
ble American President. He would be 
worse than Truman. More than that we 
cannot say. 


A Move for Justice to Korean Veterans

Until now veterans of the Korean war 
have had just cause for complaint against 
discrimination and a certain neglect. Their 
sacrifice has been no less than that of vet- 
erans of World War II. Yet those so for- 
tunate as to return home and to civilian 
life have had none of the privileges ac- 
corded their brothers-in-arms of the 1940s 
under the G.I. Bill of Rights. 

The House Veterans Committee has set 
about to correct this injustice. It has voted 
unanimous ‘approval of a new G.I. Bill of 
Rights for the veterans of Korea. 


It would give them up to 36 months of 
free schooling, up to $300 in mustering- 
out pay, and loan guarantees on homes, 
farms and businesses. There is no doubt 
that Congress will pass such a bill. 

This is by no means the same thing as 


a veterans’ bonus. It is an attempt to help 
the veteran re-establish himself, an effort 
to reclaim the opportunity of advancement 
which the veteran sacrificed by his service. 

Moreover, it is not a gift to be spent and 
forgotten. It is an investment in the na- 
tion’s future through new skills, new tal- 
ents, new development of stable citizen- 
ship. There will be safeguards, this time, 
against the abuses which crept into G.I. 
training before. 


Here is a proposal against which there 
can be no responsible argument in either 
house of Congress. So it is entirely possi- 
ble that the legislation will be passed in 
time for returning veterans who are mus- 
tered out to enter the nation’s schools and 
a next. fall. There should be no 

elay.

It is well never to underestimate the 
staying power of the Democrats, but sug- 
gestions that, with the large number of 
Democratic presidential hopefuls, the Dem- 
ocratic convention this year may outlast 
those of 1912 or 1924 overlooks one thing. 
The two-thirds rule, which governed Demo- 
cratic nominations in the past, was abol- 
ished in 1936. The Republicans and the 
Democrats now nominate by simple ma- 
jority vote. 


If there had been nomination by simple 
majority, Champ Clark would have been 
nominated on the 10th ballot at the Balti- 
more convention of 1912. But a two-thirds 
‘vote was necessary and Woodrow Wilson 
finally won it on the 46th ballot. James M. 
Cox won at San Francisco in 1920 on the 
44th ballot. The two-week deadlock at Madi- 
son Square Garden in 1924 among the 
forces of Al Smith, William G. McAdoo 


and Oscar W. Underwood was not broken 
until Smith and McAdoo withdrew, making 
possible the compromise nominations of 
John W. Davis on the 103rd ballot. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had a clear ma- 
jority on the first ballot in 1932: he won 


the necessary two thirds on the fourth bal- — 


lot, after Texas and California went to his 
support. 

This is not to say there won't be action 
aplenty and even ballots aplenty when the 
Democrats foregather in July. But the 
1924 record, at least, will doubtless stand 
unchallenged.

Love and Social Pressure 


ALL THAT HEAVEN ALLOWS, by Edna and Harry Lee. 

(G. P. Putnam's Sons, 312 pgs., $3.50.) 

When two successful novelists, who hap- 
pen to be mother and son team up on a 
novel, the result is bound to be interesting 
in one way or another. A good deal hap- 
pens in “All That Heaven Allows,” mostly 
concerning Cary Scott, a vital and attrac- 
tive widow of 42 who goes after her man 
with a little more than heaven allows or 
the moral code approves. 


The problem that Cary Scott faced, the 
problem that the teamed-up novelists took 
up was not the position in. which she had 

placed herself by 

throwing herself at 

a man outside her 

social sphere but the 

complications that 

were caused by the 

disapproval of the 

match- by her two 

growing-up children 

who naturally did not 

know all the circum- 

stances. Then there 

was the attitude of 

her friends who, un- 

aware that there was 

a sort of urgency 

Edne Lee about it, were dis- 
posed to frown upon 

—_ contemplated step-down in the social 

scale. 


As for her pre-marital mis-step, she 
wasn't worried about that because she 
loved her man, even though he was seven 
years younger than she. She was not a 
fallen woman, she told herself, but a 
woman who had fallen in love. She felt 
very innocent and pure of heart. She dis- 
covered nothing in loving that made her 
ashamed, no tinge of regret. Instead she 
felt immensely moral. 

The disapproving attitude of her friends 
toward her planned marriage concerned 
her more than her status as an unmarried 
woman with a lover. It was positively ri- 
diculous the way they were upset about it. 
She might have been a traitor in their 
midst, threatening the whole structure of 
their snobbish system. Despite her certain- 
ty the social pressure was extremely un- 
pleasant. 

The problem of a moral lapse might 
have engaged the attention of the co- 
authors who had created it but they 
casually brushed it off and sought the solu- 
tion in an adjustment of the attitudes of 
her children and her friends toward the 
question of her marriage. 

It took quite a lot of adjusting and it 
looked for a while as if the ties of her fam- 
ily and her former life would prevent her 
from the fulfillment of her love. But the 
authors contrived the good old happy end- 
ing, leaving it to their readers to solve the 
moral problem involved. 

Edna Lee is remembered as the author 
of “The Web of Days” and other success- 
ful novels and her son has three to his 
credit. As a team they work so well to- 
gether that the reader has less than the 
usual curiosity about which wrote what.

Both from the con- 
stant stream of. visitors and in 
bales of letters and memoranda, 
Eisenhower is being advised on 
every subject from the single tax 
to perpetual motion. 


Few Commitments. 


He listens with interest and re- 

spect. But in this preliminary 
period he has made few commit- 
ments, a fact that greatly disap- 
points some of his visitors. 
When all the advice is in, Eisen- 
hower himself will have to make 
his own decisions. There will be 
some tough ones, and none will 
be tougher than Asia and the pol- 
icy to be followed in the Korean 
war. It is becoming more and 
more evident that the subject of 
most concern to the public is the 
mean, nagging, two-year-old war 
on the Korean peninsula and what 
to do about it. 
The answers Eisenhower gives 
on that subject will more than any 
others be scanned by anxious vot- 
ers still hoping for peace in the 
world.

ACTOR JOHN GARHELD 
DIES OF HEART AILMENT 


Stage and Screen ‘Tough 
Guy’ Stricken in Apartment 
of Actress Friend, 


NEW YORK, May 21 (AP)— 
John Garfield, stage and screen 
“tough guy,” died of a heart ail- 
ment today in the Gramercy Park 
apartment of an actress friend, 
Miss Iris Whitney. 

Miss Whitney said the actor be- 
came ill while visiting the apart- 
ment last night and had decided 
to stay overnight. 

Miss Whitney, who appeared 
on Broadwgy in “Dark of the 
Moon,” told police she had known 
the star “not too long.” 

Miss Whitney, in tears, told re- 
porters from her apartment that 
there was no love interest be- 
tween her and Garfield. 

“We were just friends,” she 


said, 

‘The medical examiner’s office 
said a heart condition had caused 
death. 

Garfield, who was 39 years old, 
gained acting fame in a minor 
role in the Clifford Odets play, 
“Golden Boy,” in 1937. It started 
him on the road to stardom. 
Garfield’s name had been linked 
with various organizations labeled 
as subversive, but he denied be- 
fore the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities last year that 
he ever had been a Communist. 
“I am no Red,” he said. “I 
am no pink. I am no fellow 
traveller.” 


Garfield has been separated 
from his wife for more than a 
year and tne couple were in the 
process of obtaining a divorce. 
Mrs. Garfield lives in New York 
City. 
Garfield, born Julius Garfinkle 
in Brooklyn, on March 4, 1913, 
was regarded as a “juvenile de- 
linquent.” He became a protege 
of Angelo Patri, child psycholo- 
gist and writer. Patri channeled 
the boy’s energies into debating 
and started him on his theatrical 
career. 
In 1934, he married Roberta 
Mann. A daughter, Katharine, 5, 
died in 1945. A son, David, was 
born July 26, 1943, and a second 
daughter, Julie Roberta, Jan, 10, 
1946. 
Garfield’s first acting was with 
the Eva le Gallienne Civic Repor- 
tory Theater, at no salary. ~ 
The youth “hit the road,” seeing 
America mostly from the rods of 
freight trains, working as a farm- 
hand, almost dying of scarlet 
fever. He returned to New York, 
got a small part in “Lost Boy,” a 
play about life in a reformatory.

Pupils, teachers and adminis- 
trators are “caught in the foils of 
unrealistic, unlifelike and boring | 
curriculums and tests over which | 
they have no control,” said Davis.

Refusal to Eat 


By Angelo Patri 


HYSICIANS tell us that we need to eat a good breakfast 
P and that school children should rise early enough to have 

time to eat it without hurry. A leisurely breakfast, of 
cereal, milk, orange juice, will start them off well. 

That certainly seems reasonable, but try to have it done 
and see what happens. Some children, with aid from their 
mothers, do very well. A good many refuse breakfast; others 
either because they did not rise on call, or because they 
lingered over their preparations, have no time left. The bus 
is signaling as they throw on their sweaters and grab fran- 
tically for the books they did not leave ready the night be- 
fore. No breakfast. | 

x * 
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SOME CHILDREN, usually the younger ones, say they 
cannot eat breakfast. For some reason they are excited, and 
their stomachs are rebelling. Tension is holding them clutched 
in steel and the stomach refuses food. The child dreads school 
and until that dread which creates the tension is lifted, the 
child will be unable to eat breakfast and so must lose the 
sustaining power it might give his body and spirit. 

Older children who become tense before an examination, 
or are in dread of facing an unpleasant situation brought on 
by neglect of work, or some infringement of discipline, can- 
not eat. Again, only when the fear that bred the tension is 
removed and courage set in its stead, can the child eat. 

This makes a very difficult problem for a conscientious 
mother. She worries all day when a child goes to school 
breakfastless. If she tries to force food on a troubled child, 
he vomits it. If she lets him go foodless he will not feel good 
all morning and his work must suffer. Either way she suffers.

THE TEACHERS can help here. When they know that a 
child refuses his breakfast, they can study him to learn what 
causes his fear and try to lift it. Does the small child dread 
leaving his mother? The teacher can be motherly. 

Is the older child worried because of school failure? He 
can be helped. He can be directed and guided into better 
ways of study. The friendly teacher can do much to lift this 
burden from the mother’s shoulders. 

Some cases of food refusal are serious enough to call 
for the services of the pediatrician. With his knowledge and 
experience to aid him, with the information that the teacher 
and parents give him, he can help the child.

To “Prevaricate” and the 
“Varicose” Vein! 


ODAY one hears “prevaricate” 
used actually as a synonym for 
“to lie” or to tell a false-

‘hood. This is figurative expres- 


sion, and before the term enjoyed 
such usage it went through a 
gradual extension from its essen- 
tial sense. 

“Prevaricate” comes from the 
Latin “praevaricari,” which means 
to walk crooked! The word is 
composed of “prae,” before, and 
‘varicare,” to straddle—or out of 
“varus” which is “bent.” 


To walk crooked is to turn from 
side to side, to shift—and out of 
this came the shifting from side 
to side, which is an equivocation 
or quibbling in speech. Carried to 
its conclusion this makes a liar, 
does it not? The term has a time- 
honored significance in law in the 
sense of collusion, that is where 
the two sides to an action have 
an understanding bétween them. 
But it is most familiar in that 
extreme end-product of “bent” or 
“crooked” which is the shifty 
speech that makes a falsehood? 


It is interesting to find that 
“prevaricate” shares its root with 
“varicose,” as in allusion to “vari- 
cose veins”’—veins which are ir- 
regular or swollen crooked?

in the height of the season, we 
are inclined to indulge ourselves 
rather liberally. Once in a while, 
we may like to make asparagus 
the main item of the meal rather 
than an accessory vegetable, With 
the latter, a butter, a Hollandaise 
or sour cream sauce will probably 
be used for an “asparagus bat,” 
as we used to call it in our family. 
It must always be served with rich 
cream sauce and on toast, For 
those who like a touch of other 
seasoning, grated cheese and 
minced chives may be offered at 
the table. 


Just a note about the easiest 
way to cook asparagus stalks. 
After trimming, so that they will 
fit into a large skillet, they should 
be laid carefully in this after an 
inch of salted water has 
brought to a boil. Then the pan 
should be covered and the water 
allowed to simmer until the stalks 
are tender. The heads will remain 
firm when this method is used. 
Let me remind you not to over- 
cook asparagus, as in this case the 
heads will break and the flavor 
will not be sweet and delicate as 
it should be. Cooking should be 
done at the last moment unless 
you like asparagus cold with a 
vinaigrette sauce. 

Asparagus Platter. 

Arrange drained cooked aspar- 
agus on greased oven-proof plat- 
ter. Sprinkle liberally with grated 
cheese, salt and paprika. Drench 
with melted butter or margarine, 
top with buttered seasoned crumbs 
and brown quickly under the 
broiler. 

Vinaigrette Sauce. 

To one-half cup French dress- 
ing, add one tablespoon minced 
pimiento, minced green pepper 
and minced onion. Serve cold 
over chilled asparagus or heat and 
serve with hot asparagus.

Rural Doctors

$0-YEAR survey indicates that the way to increase the 
A number of doctors practicing in smaller communities is 

to increase the number of students from smaller commu- 
nities enrolled in medical schools. 

This means that if you live in one of the smaller towns of 
under 10,000 population, you can help provide doctors in the 
future for your town by encouraging your high school students 
to consider medicine as a career. Medical colleges cannot take 
students from small towns unless they apply for admission. 
Nor can they take inferior students from small towns in prefer- 
ence to better students from bigger cities and still turn out 
good doctors. 


x * 
SINCE 1915, Dr. H. G. Weiskotten, dean of Syracuse Uni- 


versity College of Medicine, has sent questionnaires to the 
doctors from every fifth graduating class of colleges all over 
the United States and Canada. To date, he has returned 
24,934 questionnaires, about three fourths of tose sent out 
since 1915. He recently published the tabulated results of 
those replies received from doctors graduated in 1930, 1935 and 
1940. 

The results show a strong trend for doctors to settle down 
in communities the same size as those in which they grew up. 
Over half of those who came to medical school from cities of 
500,000 and over settled down to practice in such large cities 
after they graduated. 

From 34 to 39 per cent of those coming from cities and 
towns under 100,000 in population returned to practice in cities 
and towns of the same general size as those they originally 


came from.

OF STRIKING INTEREST are the 45.9 per cent of grad- 


uates coming from communities of 2500 to 10,000 in population 
and now practicing in communities of less than 10,000. Even 
more significant is that 27.7 per cent of those coming from 
towns of less than 2500 have returned to similarly sized towns 
to practice medicine. 

A similar but smaller study by Dean Harold Diehl of 545 
graduates from the University. of Minnesota School’ of Medi- 
cine confirms these figures. 

Although. about half of the doctors graduating from all 
state or muncipally supported medical schools (including 
schools not in their home state) practiced in the same state 
as that in which their medical school was located, 78.1 per cent 
practiced in their home state when they attended the univer- 
gity medical school in the same state. This strikingly demon- 
strates the importance of state university medical schools. 

What it all boils down to as far as the smaller towns are 
eoncerned, is that they must encourage some of their brighter 
high school students to apply for admission to a medical school, 
preferably one in the same state. Although they may not come 
back to their home towns when they graduate, they are likely 
to settle down in the same state and in a town of similar size.

To be 
a member, you have to satisfy just 
one requirement: be president of 
a $1,000,000-a-year company with 
at least 50 employes before your 
thirty-ninth birthday. 


Though only a few weeks old, 
local group already has 24 
members, Who are they and how 
did they” climb to success while 
young enough to enjoy its pleas- 
ant privileges? 

Take ‘Ted Kristal. At 38 he 
heads four corporations operating 
59 dry cleaning establishments in 
four states, including Hampton 
Cleaners in St. Louis. Ted is a 
local boy. His father ran a gro- 
cery store. Not too many years 
ago, Ted started at $10 a week in 
a shoe repair anf cleaning supply 
house. In 1944,;he bought out the 
boss, began expanding and today 
is boss of 300 persons. 


Harry W. Alberstein, at 40, has 
been president of Frolic Footwear, 
Inc., for seven years. Some 800 
employes manufacture play shoes 
in his Jonesboro (Ark.) factory. 
He started out so poor that he 
had to quit Washington Univer- 
sity before the end of the first 
semester to become a $15-a-week 
stock clerk. 


Ray Quinlan, 37, has five dance 
studios here, in Washington, Kan- 
sas City and Los Angeles with 112 
employes. Ray used to be a hoofer, 
attracting little more than mild 
local fame as senior partner in an 
act called Quinlan and Hughes. 
Looking for “security,” he first 
made extra money as part-time 
teacher in dance studios around 
town. Five years ago, with “a 
couple of thousand” dollars, he 
hit out on his own, now gives 
students ballroom instruction plus 
picnics, boat rides and other so- 
cial attractions. With typical 
aplomb, he offered a special deal 
to any fellow-presidents in the 
Young Presidents’ Organization 
who have not yet mastered the 
Mamba. 


Aaron S. (Bunny) Lapin, 38, 
used to sell pants and socks in 
his father’s Cherokee street cloth- 
ing store.

Acting seen is Sam 
Brown, 39, who used to sell 
structural steel, furniture and 
cosmetics and found, in his cross- 
country journeys from coynty 
seat to county seat, that food in 
many small town restaurants was 
pretty-terrible. In fact, he fre- 
quently seemed to subsist largely 
on'canned soup and coffee. One 
day, he says, it simply hit him 
that his gustatory troubles would 
be solved if beaneries could buy, 
say, steaks that could somehow 


be kept indefinitely. 

“It was a birthday idea,” says 
Sam, who has now been president 
of Bonnee Frozen Foods Co. for 
12 years and describes himself as 
the biggest frozen steak man in 
the country. 

Sam sparkplugged the Y.P.O. 
in Missouri. He, in turn, was 
nudged by his wife. And she got 
her idea from the Everyday Mag- 
azine of the Post-Dispatch which 
carried an article about the or- 
ganization nationally.

The recruiting drive was now 
in full swing. Brown and Selkirk 
took time off from their own af- 
fairs and canvassed likely presi- 
dents. In a single afternoon, they 
signed up six. Several wives of 
presidents got in touch with them 
and. hinted that their husbands 
were “material.” Once, when 
Brown was driving home in his 
open convertible, he was honked 


to a stop by another driver who 
said he was glad to run into Sam 
because he thought he was eligi- 
ble. He was.

F a refrigerator plans to go out 
[ot order the chances are ten 

to one that it will pick the hot- 
test day of the year. This isn’t 
because the refrigerator wants to 
be cussed but because -this is the 
time of year when it works the 
hardest. You can do a lot to- 
wards keeping your refrigerator 
going by keéping it, happy. 


Be sure that the rubber gasket 
around the door is in good condi- 
tion. If it is worn it allows hot 
air to enter the ice compartment 
and this keeps the works running 
almost constantly. 

Another thing to watch for is 
opening the door umteen times a 
day. Each time the door is opened, 
even if only for a second, a blast 
of hot air gets inside to start 
things going again. Do a little 
advance planning so that several 


items are removed or replaced at | 


one time so that the door is only 
openéd a minimum number of 
times daily. 


It’s very bad to pack a refrig- 
erator too full of food, for this 
will cut down the circulation of 
cold air in the freezing compart- 
ment and make the cooling unit 
work just that much harder. If 
you find your compartment 
packed tight full you need a larger 
refrigerator. " 

Be sure that the motor is prop- 
erly oiled and the belt between 
motor and cooling unit is neither 
too tight nor too loose. Either 
one causes the motor to overwork.
